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SAN GABRIEL DAM BEDROCK 


EXCAVATION URGED BY EATON 


Solution of the San Gabriel dam 


controversy is declared to have been 
found in a report which Chief Flood 
Control Engineer E. 0. Eaton will 
submit to the board of supervisors 
next Monday. 
The chief engineer, 


according to a statement Wedesday 
to the San Gabriel Dam News Bu- 
reau, will advocate in this report 
that the supervisors proceed to ad- 
vertise for and award bids for river 
wash, and open cut excavation in 
advance of bids for the erection of 
the dam. This means that work on 
the project would begin this fall, 
and .that while the-bedrock and can- 
yon, sides .are being uncovered, the 
question of the height of the dam 
can : be settled satisfactory to all 
contending factions". 


The importance of this proposal is 


seen through the fact that the un- 
covering of bedrock will consume a 
year and one-half of time, whether 
it. is for the purpose of building a 
high dam or a low dam, and that 
•the excavation costs are virtually 
the same in either • case. The chief 
engineer points out that the even- 
tual cost of either dam remains an 
uncertainty until the exact position 
of bedrock is determined, and this 
can only be done by a complete ex- 
cavation. 
The work he proposes 


will uncover a base on the supposi- 
tion that a 420-foot base is to be 
utilized, upon which to build what 
is known as the high dam, which, he 
believes, should satisfy all propon- 
ents* of the high dam," at the same 
time putting an end to further de- 
lay. 
It can then be definitely de- 


termined whether the district can 
build a dam according to the high 
dam plans within the sum of $25,- 
000,000. 


It is declared that Chairman R. 


F. McClellan and a majority of the 
board are in favor of Chief Eaton's 
proposal, and that all engineers in 
consultation have agreed that the 
proposal is practicable. The board 
is scheduled to act at one of its 
sessions on Monday. 


COURT DENIES MANDATE 
After deliberation for five weeks 


the second appellate court on Wed- 
nesday handed down a decision de- 
nying a writ of mandate to R. W. 
George of Whittior and others, seek- 
ing to compel the board of supervis- 
ors to build what is known as the 
"high dam" in the Son Gabriel can- 
yon. 


Justice Thompson, in writing the 


decision, declared that at the time 
the writ of mandate was argued be- 
fore the court by Attorney James 
Anderson, representing George and 
others, the board of supervisors was 
represented by Special Flood Control 
Counsel Vincent Morgan and Boy 
Dowds of the county flood control 
legal staff, and that the board's 
counsel declared to the court the 
supervisors had already complied 
with the demands of the mandate, 
inasmuch as the board had resolved 
to proceed with the building of the 
high dam. This had been done by 
resolution of the board, and plans 
for the high dam had been prepared 
and were under consideration by the 
board. 


GOOD FAITH SHOWN 


Making the statement that this 


action of the board conformed with 
the demands of the petitioners for a 
mandate, and adding that there seem- 
ed no necessity for coercion, the 
opinion prefaced a denial of the writ.

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The Walnut Pickers— 


Tu a land replete with the picturesque, we sometimes 


pass by a new picture without real consciousness that it 
may be out of the ordinary. 
But someone new to the 


country is drawn to it, and this fresh enthusiasm arouses 
others who have come to look upon all happenings as com- 
monplace. 


The walnut picking crews are in the great, orchards 


now. 
Through the long lines of trees we see these groups 


comprised of whole families, including grandma and the 
littlest one toddling about, all searching in the litter of 
the first fallen leaves, gathering into sacks the harvest, 
that in the aggregate brings many millions of dollars of 
new wealth into Southern California. 


These gleaners, as primitive in method us in the days 


of Ruth, and necessarily so because of the peculiar nature 
of the work, are often the people who live and work the 
year around in the walnut growing areas, but they are 
augmented by the traveling groups, those people who 
range up and down across the state in tiiwers, tarrying 
for a short season in the apricot, peach and prune districts 
of the north, and found wherever there is a harvest in pro- 
gress—making a few dollars and going on—working 
gypsies, valuable to a high degree to the tillers of the soil. 
Their tents and campfires can be seen these keen fall, days 
in the miles and miles of walnut orchards. They constitute 
an important link that binds wealth to a fruitful land. 


Making Headway— 


Fifteen years ago, Francis Cuttle of Riverside was 


speaking and working for flood control and conservation 
of water in the counties of Riverside, San Bernardino and 
Orange. This year a part of the program for which he 
dreamed and labored has been begun, and those counties 
will undoubtedly bond themselves to carry out the entire 
program in the coming years. 


Los Angeles county looked on helplessly for many 


years while Hoods tore the heart out of the.best of its farm- 
ing areas, and ruined the highway and railroad bridges. A 
few gathered at times and discussed possible ways and 
means. The mass of the population was skeptical and slow 
to act. But a nood control, program was finally evolved, 
and today that program is the greatest ^f its kind the 
world-has ever attempted. 


Progress in flood control, as in all human endeavor, is 


accompanied invariably by obstacles, sometimes the least 
being those interposed by natural elements. Human agen- 
cies, passions, selfish desires, generally prove to'be the most 
difficult hurdles. But it is satisfying to comtemplate the 
progress made, a progress which is distinctively remark- 
able, measured by the comparatively short period of civili- 
zation in these semi-arid plains of the Pacific. 


Money and man-power were lacking in the old days. 


Today we have both in liberal measure. We have a flood 
control problem peculiar to this particular^egion, but not 
necessarily difficult from the engineei'ing standpoint. 
We 


have no such task as confronts the delta states of the Mis- 
sissippi. We have the power and the mil, and these will 
prevail.

Fire Prevention 


Work haa begun on two fire pre-
